TURKEY COMES IN 


Turkey has come to the reluctant con- 


clusion that she had better go to war with 
the Axis while there is still an Axis to go 
to war with. Considering Turkey's previous 
history, and her position on the key passage 
between the Black Sea and the- Mediter- 
ranean, between the great powers of east 
and west, it is riot surprising that she wanted 
to stay neutral as long as possible. Her 
present decision seems to presage an early 
end of the fighting in Europe. 


Turkey is no longer the despised "sick man 


of Europe." A young and vigorous Turkish 
nation is trying to grow up and get some- 
where in a modern world. It was doubtful of 
the advantages which might be gained from 
war participation. So its caution, while dif- 
ficult for the Allies to endure, has been at 
least understandable. 


But when it became, apparent that a good 


seat at the peace table required active as- 
sistance in putting the German beast out of 
its dying misery and thus helping to shorten 
the war, Turkey decided to take the plunge. 
Its aid is welcomed. A few other neutrals 
around the world may yet see the light be- 
fore it it too late.

AN INFERIOR RACE 


Even with all the trouble that the little 


Jap supermen are making for us, it must 
be said in the interest of historical accuracy 
that they are not showing any superior mili- 
tary skill or power in this war. All of their 
successes have been won by cheating—as 
they did by attacking at Pearl Harbor while 
their diplomats were smiling in the White 
House at Washington—or by temporary 
superiority of numbers. It is difficult, if not 
impossible, to discover any victory they have 
won in this war when opportunities or num- 
bers were anywhere near equal. 


One of the latest examples of this fact is 


the statement given on February 21 by 
General Douglas MacArthur, covering the 
last six weeks' fighting in the Luzon cam- 
paign. The Japs had plenty of time and op- 
portunity to assemble their forces and sup- 
plies m South Manila. They fought hard and 
with the greatest savagery. Yet the record 
shows 92,000 Jap casualties to 12,929 Ameri- 
can, and for the last week of the fighting 
an increase of 2-1,000 Jap casualties to 3 246 
American.

In the supreme mililary tests of man for 


man on the battlefield, they were greatly 
outclassed. Perhaps the Americans had the 
best weapons: but that, too, is a basic test 
of national competency, both military and 
civilian.

Quoting Sergeant 


Doolittle, "Ninety per cent of the 
men now in enemy hands in Eu- 
rope are studying, through the 
United States Armed Forces In- 
stitute—known as U.S.A.F.l. Next 
to food parcels and letters from 
home, I'd say the study courses 
are the most eagerly sought and 
looked for items with the prison- 
ers of war, or internees. In con- 
nection with my job in Geneva, 
Switzerland, I saw the results of 
the U.S.A.F.l. courses, and not 
only are they of great morale 
value, but the proficiency of the 
men's work is truly 
amazing." 


Sergeant 
Doolittle was one of 


three American soldiers working 
in the Y.M.C.A. at Geneva during 
his period of internment. His job 
was the forwarding of supplies and 
books to prisoners of war in Ger- 
many;- handling the vast amount 
of correspondence in connection 
with their studies, and assisting 
them in securing credit for the 
scholastic work they accomplish 
during their stay in the enemy 
camps. , "At Geneva," continued 
Doolittle, "our men are actually 
attending 
the 
university 
with 


regular professors, schedules anct 
everything just as they would if 
they were in the United States. 
These classes are perhaps the most 
cosmopolitan in the world, with 
nerhaps, a G.I. from Indiana sit- 
ting next to a senorita from Spain, 
or any other country in the 
world."

raises to state employes. 


Veteran Assembly attaches said 


debate on the Ives-Quinn Bill set 
a record for length. The final 
words were spoken by Speaker 
Oswald Heck. For the first time 
since he mounted the rostrum nine 
years ago. Heck addressed his col- 
leagues from the Assembly floor 
and voted for the bill. 


He praised Republican Majority 


Leader Irving M. Ives for his work 
at head of a commission that stud- 
ied the discrimination issue and 
drafted the bill. 


Heck noted that the Assembly 


was composed of men with names 
that "represent tho segments of 
different nationalities, colors, races 
and creeds" -and added:

Several Applications Made 
Since the work was suspended 


the City of New York has made 
several applications for permission 
to resume work on the project on 
the grounds the demand for water 
by the city has been increasing 
and there is need for thi« addi- 
tional supply. 
. In 
1942 the consumption of 


water by the City of New York 
was 906,000,000 gallons a day and 
outside consumption, principally 
in Westchester county, called for 
an additional 21,500,000 daily. In 
1943 
the demand had dropped to 


880,000,000 gallons a day by the 
City of New York and outside de- 
mands were 22,000,000 
gallons 


daily. However in 1944 the con- 
sumption 'of water by the City of 
New York jumped to 939,000,000 
gallons a day while the present 
resources are only 11,000,000 gal- 
lons a day. Outside sources in 1944 
called for 27,000,000 gallons 
of 


water daily bringing the total de- 
mand in 1944 to 
966,000,000 


gallons of water each 24 hours. 
The resources of 11,000,000 
left 


but a small margin for safety and 
the city sought to get the Dela- 
ware system in use as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Little SucceM Prtvloiulr 


Applications made to date met 


with little success because of the 
press of war demands on all kinds 
of materials as well as on man- 
power. However, now it appears 
permission will be given to resume 
work on the three projects which 
form the Delaware project. These 
projects are the Merriman Dam 
and Lackawack reservoir and the 
Ncversink reservoir. A. E. Gorman, 
director of the Office of Water 
Utilities, has presented the city's 
case before the production urgen- 
cy committee in a "strong person- 
al report." It is believed the city 
will get AA-3 ratings by the 
agency's water division. This he 
stated would make the city's or- 
ders competitive with other rela- 
tive types of utility services and 
he saw "no difficulty" in meeting 
the city's schedule. 


It is estimated that it will take 


five years to complete the pro- 
ject from the time work is re- 
sumed on the project. To complete 
the Merriman Dam alone it is esti- 
mated that there will be required 
at least 5,283,134 man hours and 
the cost to complete the Merriman 
Dam would be over $8,500,000. 
based on the figures of the old 
Mason and Hanger contract. When 
approval for the completion of the 
Ncversink project is given it is 
estimated the cost will be about 
512.500,000. 


Approval of the request for re- 


sumption of work and authority 
to hire labor would be only one of 
the problems to face the City. 
Priority ratings sufficiently high 
to permit the securing of mater- 
ials for the work must be granted. 
R. W. Armstrong, chief engineer of 
the Board of Water Supply, has 
expressed a hope that the depart- 
ment would get the needed prior- 
ities from the War Production 
Board and officials of that Board 
have indicated that the priorities 
would be forthcoming. 


Many Local Men Employed 
When construction on the Ron- 


dout reservoir and the Merriman 
Dam was in full swing previous to 
the suspension of work, many lo- 
cal men wcre-cmploycd on the job. 
Resumption of work this cummer 
would provide many joto again. 


While the Meriman Dam was 


not completed nnd there is no pre- 
sent storage facilities, the Citv of 
New York is getting a consider- 
able amount of water from the 
Rondout project by means of tun- 
nels and diversion channels. The 
Lackawack tunnel is providing 
from 35.000.000 to over 10,000.000 
gallons of water daily to augment 


1 the city's supply but only comple- 
tion of the Mcrriman Dam will 


j provide full facilities for using the 
entire flow from the Rondout and 
Nex'crsink.
